Marshall Plan Aid 
Is 'Shot in Arm '

KOAN ORF.. Va. — America had 
a white man a Iron Age possibly 
centuries before Christ. So think 
the archaeologists now excavating 
six sites along the Staunton and 
Roanoke rivers of Virginia. 
Since the initial discoveries at 
Oak Hill plantation in 1946 by J 
V. Howe of Jefreas, Va., he and 
other scientists from the Smith­ 
sonian Institution in Washington 
have unearthed hundreds of pieces 
of furnace slag, iron boat rivets, 
rivet washers, ship spikes and a 
nail heading tool. 
The latter is 
similar to Identical specimens dis­ 
covered in Germany and believed 
to date 1,200 years before Christ. 
The archaeologists must work 
fast sinct these Iron Age excava­ 
tions will be flooded in 1952 by 
the waters of the new 
Buggs 
island reservoir. In the meantime, 
they have been named the Howe 
Iron Sites after their discoverer. 
It is too early to say how soon 
after the Celts in Europe first 
worked iron in 1.200 B. C. that 
these mysterious Americana built 
the furnaces now revealed, but it 
is evident they preceded Columbus 
by many centuries. 
Likewise, whether they were 
native white men or bold emi­ 
grants from Europe, has yet to be 
determined, but the Howe Sites 
assure a dramatic rewriting of the 
history of our continent. 
Most popularly startling Is the 
crude steel which these unknown 
Virginians welded together by hot 
forging. 
Today, after long 
un­ 
countable centuries, their ancient 
low temperature process has been 
revived for use in the Jet plane 
industry. 
We now call it "blad- 
ding,” a term so new that it is 
not even in the dictionary.

Mr. Howe is confident that the 
age of metal in Virginia started 
at once with iron, there being no 
trace that copper was yet found. 
F wever, 
fragments 
of 
bronze 
were also unearthed, Including an 
almost perfect bronze vase which 
confusingly seems to be of Roman 
origin. 
Whether daring Vikings, Celts, 
Norsemen, Irish, Welsh, Danes or 
Bretons, or white men really na­ 
tive to the North American conti­ 
nent, the scientists can not 
yet 
identify the Iron Agers of Vir­ 
ginia.

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Is Legalized Betting To Become an Issue? 


At one time or another probably three 
fourths of the people in Fayette County 
have made bets of some kind. 
We would 
estimate, however, that a large majority of 
the people of this community would object 
to legalized gambling. 


There 
are a lot of people who 
make 
friendly small bets. Some are made jokingly, 
others just for the fun of betting. Of course 
there are others not quite so innocent. 
Observers declare there is a difference be­ 
tween the constant bettor of the avowed 
gambling type and the occasional small bets 
made between friends and acquaintances, 
when there is no danger of a serious habit 
being formed, or large profits and losses. 


It is to be noted, however, that the ques­ 
tion of legalizing betting is beginning to 
arouse 
real argument. 
It is becoming an 
issue in some places whether betting should 
be permitted by law. 
For 
example, Mayor O’Dwyer of 
New 
York is one who is an advocate of legalized- 
betting. He declares that trying to stamp 
out betting proves futile and enormously 
costly. His views are not shared by others 
who say that legalizing betting encourages 
gambling of the most vicious type. 
Some mayors and other city executives, 
are moved in favor of legalizing betting and 
other forms of gambling, to a certain extent, 
by thoughts of the enormous revenue that 
cities can derive from taxing betting estab­ 
lishments. 
Usually 
this attitude 
provokes 
much 
hostility. The Federal Council of Churches 
of Christ in America 
is strongly opposed 
fearing 
the great power that 
organized 
betting syndicates may acquire, if legalized. 


Horse race betting is legal in many states, 
and almost any kind of gambling is legal in 
Nevada. 
Most American experience with 
legal gambling is still too short for general 
conclusions, however. 


Legal 
betting is 
traditional 
in Great 


Britain, and by all accounts huge sums are 
wagered on football games and the races. 
But many are disturbed by the amount of 
betting in Britain, thinking that this con­ 
stitutes as serious a national weakness as 
drink does in some other countries. 
The New York state legislature is not ex­ 
pected to give much encouragement to the 
mayor’s idea, but it is likely to be heard 
from again. 


The British Broadcasting Company has 
forbidden political 
jokes until after the 
scheduled general election. It will be pre­ 
sumed that the intent was to protect the 
party in power, but perhaps the real aim 
was to raise the standard of humor. 


The question has been asked how dele­ 
gates to the United Nations manage to keep 
fit during the long sessions. The Russian 
delegates get plenty of exercise from the 
number of times they walk out in a huff. 


Who would have thought a few years ago 
when Tito was shooting 
down American 
flyers that the time would come when we 
would wish him well? 


The way some people chatter and rattle it’s 
a wonder the telephone doesn’t get tired of 
it all.

GLENRIDGE, 111.,—It was easy 
for tho 
m ine In this 
iouthern 
Illinois village to m ort John L. 
Lew is’ term s for a new contract. 
The U nited 
Mine W orkers 
of 
G lenridge own the whole works. 
W hen John L. departed from 
his policy of cross-country con­ 
tracts and told his men to seek 
term s w ith their own companies, 
the G lenridge diggers just got 
their heads together. 
With little 
debate, they said, 
"W e 
agree.” 
And that was that. 
Of course, there were two par­ 
ties to negotiate to m ake it legal. 
T h ere’s the M arion County Coal 
M ining 
C orporation, 
and 
the 
UMW local. 
But they’re all the 
sam e men, or mostly so. 
Of 180 
em ployes, 110 are stockholders. 
The mine was among the first 
In the nation to resum e five-day- 
w eek 
production. 
Term s 
were 
the sam e as for the others. P rin ­ 
cipally, they provided 95 cents 
m ore pay a day and for 15 cents 
m ore a ton for the UMW w elfare 
fund. 
It gave G lenridge m iners 
a $15 basic daily wage. 
This cooperative is in Its 10th 
year. 
No m an In it has got rich. 
As loyal UMW, they alw ays 
w alk out—against them selves— 
to keep step w ith Lewis’ cross­ 
country strikes. 
As th eir 
local 
president, Victor Meyer, put it, 
“ W e're 
all 
behind 
John 
L. 
Lew is.” 
One of the best signs that the 
cooperative has succeeded is the 
deed each stockholder has to his 
own home. 
Most of their homes 
have 
the latest in household 
conveniences. 
Many also have 
good-sized 
gardens 
or 
small 
farm s. 
It all began w hen the form er 


ow ners quit w orking the m ine as 
non-profitable. 
They placed its 
gear on sale as junk. 
It would 
have gone to the highest bidder 
but the 
stockholders reckoned 
w ithout 
Mrs. 
E. 
E. 
Fyke 
of 
C entralia 
a 
principal 
stock­ 
holder, 
She is the widow of a 
form er m jne director and general 
m anager. 
Her sym pathies were w ith the 
men who had yorked the mine. 
She argued for selection of the 
buyer — not necessarily the high 
bidder. 
This developm ent stirred this 
G lenridge 
village of 300. 
Idle 
m iners m et at the mine. 
They 
voted to try to buy the m ine. 
They 
started 
public 
sub­ 
scription, collecting money in a 
door-to-door cam paign here and 
in C entralia, the largest city in 
the area. 
They got together a 
kitty to bid it. It was the lowest 
of the bids, and $5,000 under the 
high bid of $32,000. 
Mrs. Fyke's standpat position 
to select the bidder won out — 
and more than IOO m iners had 
bought a mine which was to have 
been junked. 
The m iners m et again. 
This 
tim e they 
voted to buy 
stock. 
A lim it of tw o shares at $100 
each, 
was fixed. 
Each 
share 
m eant a vote in the operation of 
the experim ent. 
Some w ere 
hard-pressed 
to 
find stock-buying money. 
Some 
w orked 
oijt w hat 
they owned. 
Since then the turnover of stock 
has 
been alm ost nil. 
About IO 
shares have 
been bought back 
from a few who quit and from 
widows of m iners. 
Each A pril four new directors 
are selected from the ranks to 
join three hold-overs and form a

Wealthy Think of Security, too

Jan u ary 
15, March 
15, 
and 
A pril 15 are tough days in this 
household. On January 15, we 
are required to revise our esti­ 
m ate of our annual collection 
and then send the United States 
T reasury a large chunk of them . 
On M arch 15, after heartaches 
and 
headaches and 
plenty of 
calculating, we finally close ac­ 
counts and 
probably send the 
aforesaid treasury another chunk. 
On A pril 15, we do it all over 
again for 
the treasury of the 
State of New York. 
Y o u 
m ight 
say that I ought 
to 
thank 
my 
l u c k y 
stars 
that 
I 
collect 
enough to pay 
so much. I am 
not so sure. The 
actual earnings, 
that is, the a- 
m ount left over 
after operating 
and tax expend­ 
itures are deducted, are not so 
good. They leave too little for 
the hazards of life: prolonged 
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illness, 
incapacity, 
death 
and 
for provision for heirs and young 
children. They leave nothing to 
build a competence. Of course, 
a man can play at being som e­ 
thing of a big shot while he is 
alive, attending public functions 
and taking bows, but no prudent 
man can view w ithout concern 
his inability to provide for the 
widows and orphans after he is 
returned to dust. 
My friend, W estbrook Pegler, 
has been considering such en ­ 
terprises as a chicken farm , a 
m ink farm , and now an angle 
worm breeder to take care of 
his old age, w hen his punch shall 
have 
feebled—which 
will 
not 
happen because the devil grows 
cantankerously m ore evangelical 
as he ages. Also, his problem s 
are not complex as mine because 
his fam ily is sm aller. 
So, I grow trees. If no forest 
fire intervenes, I shall live on 
trees. Someday, they will be cut 
for lum ber and unless I am ta x ­ 
ed for cutting them , I shall be 
able to live a few m onths each 
year out of them . 
The safest way, however, is to 
own plenty of life insurance, but 
one has to start saving that way 
very young to get the best ad ­ 
vantages out of it. At my age and 
rotundity, it is not so good. 
A friend of mine, who has all 
his life been in close association 
with the biggest corporations of 
this country, never owned stock 
in any of them . Every dollar he 
could save, he put into life in ­ 
surance, on the theory that they 
could invest his money for him 
better than he could him self. So, 
now he is retiring from trade 
association 
activities, which 
is 
his profession, and he has quite 
a set-up. He is actually a rich 
man, which I never thought one 


of his vocation could be. He is 
living on paid-up life insurance 
policies. And he is not faced by 
a serious tax problem . 
But the real trouble w ith all 
this is that the best we can think 
about is a secure old age but not 
an enterprising one. Nothing is 
ever built by security. Those who 
have only security are like the 
old-age pensioners: they are eat­ 
ing their fat, but biulding noth­ 
ing. 
That 
is 
not 
constructive. 
It is m arking tim e before the 
final curtain. 
There m ay be m en w ho like 
that. There arc some, I know, 
who w ait for 65 to roll around 
S'J that they can retire, sit about 
seeming wise but doing nothing. 
I 
would 
find 
such 
inactivity 
harsh. And yet, th at is the pat­ 
tern which is being set by a 
tax system th at syphons off sav­ 
ings and forces dependency. 
When an adm inistration finds 
it necessary to charge its citizens 
a minim um of $42,000,000,000 a 
year, the citizens ought to m ake 
sure that no p art of that sum is 
being used to m ake them de­ 
pendents. 
In the “Com m unist Manifesto,'*’ 
K arl M arx and Friedrich Engels 
stipulate the m easures necessary 
to destroy a society such as ours 
and -which “ ....are 
unfavorable 
as a means of entirely revolu­ 
tionizing the mode of produc­ 
tion.” A ltogether they propose 
IO steps, the second of which is 
“ a heavy progressive or grad u ­ 
ated income tax .” Obviously, they 
were correct but they cbuld not 
have foreseen such a tax system 
as ours which would syphon off 
so great a share of individual 
earnings, as to destroy the in­ 
centive 
to 
achieve—a 
system 
that substitutes security for en­ 
terprise.

WE do not know th e exact 
causes of the disease known as 
cirrhosis of the liver, b u t m odern 
research indicates th a t a diet d e­ 
ficient in certain food elem ents 
m ay be a contributing cause. 
W hether or n o t this Is true, 
proper d iet today seems the best 
rem edy in this as in o th er types 
of liver disease. 


Excess of Fat 


T he dam aged liver contains an 
excess of fat an d a reduced 
am ount of a starch called glyco­ 
gen. It has been shown th a t a n i­ 
m als given a diet rich In starches 
and sugars are less likely to d e­ 
velop dam age of the liver from 
poisons th a n anim als receiving a 
high fat diet. The glycogen is nec­ 
essary because it is the fuel which 
the cells in the liver use in carry­ 
ing out th e ir work. 
In liver disease it is also m ost 
im portant th a t sufficient protein 
of the rig h t kind be supplied. 
Proteins contain the m aterials 
necessary for repairing and re ­ 
building tissues. 


G eneral Rule 
As a general rule, all of the nec­ 
essary starches and sugars can be 
given by m outh. If, however, the 
patient is so sick th a t he is unable 
to e a t solid foods, it may be neces­ 
sary to Inject the sugar solution 
into a vein for the time being. 


T he p atien t w ith liver disease 
should get a t least 150 gram s or 
5 ounces of protein dally. This 
am ount m ay be supplied by sev­ 
eral servings of m eat or skimmed 
milk, th a t is milk from which the 
fat has been removed. 
Proteins are m ade up of sub­ 
stances called am ino acids. Two 
of these, called cystine and m eth ­ 
ionine seem to be especially im ­ 
p o rtan t in liver disease. If the p a­ 
tien t cannot take enough protein 
food by m outh because of vom it­ 
ing or oth er reasons, injections 
into a vein m ay be given of w hat 
are called protein hydrolysates. 
These consist of proteins which 
have been 
broken down into 
am ino acids or o th er substances. 
An injection of blood plasm a may 
also be helpful. 
Of course, the diet should be 
well balanced, containing all of 
the necessary vitam ins and m in­ 
erals. Enough fa t m ust be in ­ 
cluded in th e diet, however, to 
m ake it tasty. Y east, liver, and 
orange juice all help to add nec­ 
essary vitam ins.

N E W Y O R K —The shortest dis­ 
tance beween 
two 
points 
is a 
straight line— that’s something ev­ 
eryone remembers from high school 
geometry. 
Such being U n case, 
Metropolitan Opera mezzo-soprano 
Mona Paulee and her pianist-pilot 
husband Dean Holt, who also acts 
as her accompanist, have bought 
their own plane for more rapid 
transit when they concertize around 
the country. 
Other folk measure distance "as 
the crow flies,” but since Mona 
and Dean have been going around 
delivering arias by air express, the 
measure of distance in music cir­ 
cles is "as the songbird flies.” 
Mona and Dean have flown some­ 
thing like 75,000 miles on concert 
tours in the three years they’ve 
had their own plane. They have 
saved a lot of time and money, and 
while they have had more engage­ 
ments than formerly, somehow, 
they have also had a lot more leis­ 
ure for fun than they used to have 
when they traveled on scheduled 
air lines or by train or bus. 
Mona, who comes from Portland, 
Ore., and who at one time wrapped 
bread in a bakery from 8 p. rn. 
to I a. rn. for $12 a week, met 
Dean, who hails from Wenatchee, 
Wash., when he was an orchestra 
leader, and she applied for a job 
as band soloist. She got the job 
and eventually she married her 
boss, but not before they had their 
fill of barnstorming around the 
country by bus. 


M E A N W H IL E , Mona was study­ 
ing singing with the Met as her 
goal. The war came along and Dean 
enlisted in the A ir Corps, wincing 
up as a captain in the A ir Trans­ 
port Command. 
While he 
was 
overseas, in 1942, Mona won the 
Met Auditions of the A ir and a 
much-coveted Metropolitan Opera 
contract. 
When the war was over and 
Dean got out of the service, they haven't got a license only because 
bought an Arm y surplus plane, an I ’ve been too busy 
to take the 
AT-6. “It wasn’t until then that tests,” she states, "but I certainly 
we realized how much it would 
mean to us—professionally and 
personally,” Mona states. 
That first plane, christened the 
"Mona-Dean,” enabled Mona to fill 
some 65 concert engager? en ta in­ 
stead of the 45 she usually sang. 
The increase was possible almost 
entirely because she was not de­ 
pendent upon schecfuled transpor­ 
tation. 


In addition, the fact that Dean, 
rather than a stranger, served as 
her accompanist meant that they 
were able to do away with the long 
separations that her previous con­ 
cert tours had entailed. 
“W e’ve been able to have a great 
deal more fun than most concert- 
izers,” Holt explains, "for when 
we have a couple of days between 
engagements, we can fly down to 
Florida for some fishing and swim­ 
ming, or up North for some hunt­ 
ing, or go to New York for a show. 
W e’ve arranged our schedule so 
that we have plenty of time to get 
where we’re going, give our con­ 
certs, and yet be ^ble to loaf and 
play together.” 
This move has also Increased 
Mona’s professional prestige for it 
has permitted her to sing before 
an ever-increasing audience. And 
managers have come to look upon 
her as a reliable artist who is not 
easily deterred by the vagaries of 
train and plane schedules. 
As a matter of fact, she has 
often been called in to pinch-hit 
for some of her equally well-known 
colleagues who couldn’t make their 
scheduled dates because of weath­ 
er conditions.

TH A T F IR S T plane was so suc­ 
cessful in meeting their needs ^hat

It has been outfitted so 
that in addition to all of the music 
and concert and travel clothes they 
must take along, they are also 
able to carry sports equipment and 
a complete wardrobe for the sport 
in which they intend to participate.

Home Rule Issue 
Gets New Emphasis

LONDON. Jan. 20— ( ^ — Scots­ 
men campaigning for home rule 
and

Edinburgh have a word for na­ 
tionalization. 
They call 
it "Londonization” 
and that, they contend, is what 
is wrong with Britain under a 
socialist 
government. 
More and 
more, 
they 
complain, 
govern­ 
mental authority is being con­ 
centrated in London. 
The home rule in Scotland Is 
a new factor in British politics 
and all the more surprising be­ 
cause its sudden spurt in the last 
two months seem to be spontane­ 
ous. It is being sponsored by sub­ 
stantial citizens, but most of them 
are not conspicuous in public life. 
Typical 
comments 
heard 
in 
Glasgow, 
Edinburgh 
and 
Aber­ 
deen. 
A Scottish farmer and hLs agri­ 
cultural agent know what to do 
when hog cholera starts, but they 
have to ask London for permis­ 
sion to do it. A Scottish com­ 
munity knows it needs a new 
school, but it has to persuade 
authorities in London it ought to 
be built. 


Home Rule Issue 
Home rule advocates cite thou­ 
sands of cases of control from 
afar and they have become to 
dissatisfied with taking orders 
from a big town 400 miles away 
that home rule is sure to be an 
important issue for Scotland in 
the Feb. 23 general election. 
(In the 1945 general election 
Scotland sent 34 labor and 27 
London Parliament. The remain­ 
ing 13 seats were divided among 
minor parties. On ecommunist was 
elected.) 
The home rulers are non-par­ 
tisan and do not regard them­ 
selves as separatists. They 
are 
not campaigning for complete in­ 
dependence, but for equality with 
England 
and 
Northern 
Ireland 
within the United Kingdom. A 
sim ilar feeling is asserting itself 
in Wales, but Welshmen are not 
yet as vocal about it. The home 
rulers profess their loyalty 
to 
Breat Britian but they want an 
end to "Londonization.” 
The most active agency cam­ 
paigning for home rule is the 
national covenant committee of 
which John M. Mac Cormick is 
the "convener.” More than 600,- 
000 Scots have signed a conven- 
ant to demonstrate there is 
a 
substantial demand for home rule 
and the promoters are aiming at 
2,000,000 signatures. That would 
be about two-fifths of the popula­ 
tion and would amount to a de­ 
monstration they believe political 
leaders cannot ignore. 
The covenant "transcending all 
political 
differences 
and sec­ 
tional 
interests” pledges signers 
“ in all loyalty to the crown and 
within

united kingdom, to do everything 
in our power to secure for Scot- | 
land a parliament with adequate !

Atomic Committee

W A SH IN G T O N , Jan. 23— (ZP)— 
Sen. John W. Bricker (R-Ohio) 
may return to the Senate-House 
Atomic Energy committee, a post 
he lost when Democrats took con­ 
trol of Congress a year ago.
